Mutual companies are 


to make accountings and distribu- 
tions annually, or every two, three or 
five years, at the option of the direct- 
ors. A reserve surplus of the net 
aggregate value of outstanding poli- 
cies is to be computed at 3% or 4 per 
cent. Each company must notify the 
state insurance commissioner in De- 
cember of each year <& Uie valuation 
to be placed on outstanding policies. 
This shall be the net or legal reserve. 
No company shall change the reserve 
or any of ttg policies, when once es- 
tablished, so as to give a lesser re- 
serve valuation to such policies.
